Ladies and Gentlemen : I see no reason why the 
announcement that the subject of an address wonld be to 
consider tbe dissolution of tbe Union sbonld occasion any 
tronble, or give any one any offence. What are we all 1 
Americans, with only one object—tbe welfare of thirty 
millions of people ; thinking men, with one great purpose 
—the succ&b of this magnificent experiment of self- 
government. There is the basis of every man’s civil lire. 
Now, if one man thinks there is one road to that goal, 
and another man differs and selects a different route, if 
each is folly persuaded in his own mind, should there be 
any tenderness aDd sensitiveness about the discussion of 
a great public question ? it would look as if there existed 
somewhere a half-conscious doubt of tbe actual value of j 
the Uoion. This is a timid, sensitive, shrinking, cautious, 
cowardly attempt to shelter the question from discussion. 
Every speech is full of enlogies of the Union. When a 
man is perfectly well, he does not go about tbe street say¬ 
ing “ I am well.” Astor never went np and down Wall 
street asking bis neighbors to indorse his solvency. They 
knew he was solvent. He wrote his name, aDd from here 
to Calcutta it was enough. If he had asked The New 
York Tribune, and Herald, and Times, to publish that 
he was solvent, bis notes would have been at a discount 
that very day. I have a little suspicion in regard to this 
sensitiveness to the discussion of the Union, and this con¬ 
tinual, incessant, importunate eulogy that meets us in 
every political address. The earth stands. It does not 
need a meeting at Castle Garden to resolve that the earth 
shall stand. God fixed the laws of gravity, and that is 
enough. I doubt, therefore, much whether these enthu¬ 
siastic apostles believe what they would have us to under¬ 
stand.

Now, when I come here to discuss the Union, what is 
the question ? Why, when they launched the Great 
Eastern, yon knew she had two magnificent, immense 
engines on board, each tbe work of a different shop, each 
under tbe control of its maker; of coarse one tbe sworn 
rival of tbe other; and when the rigbt-band engine went 
forward, tbe left backed water, and the ship sank in the 
troogh. We stand jast there, politically, to-day. An 
irrepressible conflict between two great systems united in 
thirty-three States—by the verdict of the wisest states- 
irrepressible conflict. One man says they can 
good, aDd go together; and the other maD says 
take ont one, they never can be made to go together. 
Why should not they be heard ? (Cheering.) “ Science,” 
says Lord Bacon, “ lights her torch at every man’s candle.” 
In the great, momentous issue of a self-governing and 
thoughtful people, every man should be diligent to have 
an opinion, and bold to utter it. That is all we claim 
to-night, the whole of it Which way shall tbe problem 
be settled ? If the argument rests on the other side, there 
will go the million. If it rests with us, hither will come 
the public thought You may say, from Paradise down 
to today, that two and two make five, but it will not 
alter tbe weight of the planet Jupiter any more than 
grasshoppers chirping in a meadow. If 1 am right, tbe 
next generation will think with me. How absurd that, 
in a government based on ideas, referring itself to con¬ 
science, governed by opinion, men should set themselves 
up to be afraid of every discussion ; and besides, if tbe 
argument stands as it is alleged, a Union resting on thirty 
millions of happy people, princely merchants, reverend 
divines, grave statesmen, can it be injured by tbe reckless 
words of one unpopolar mao ? (Great applause.) Why 
do I speak to you tonight in regard to the American 
Union ? Frieods, I have no interest in tbe American 
Union, except aa an anti-slavery matter. I have do inte- 
—jt in the civil affairs of yonr thirty-three States, except 
they affect tbe anti-slavery issue. I have no greater, 
more imperative duty, no greater pnrpose in life than 
to lift the prostrate race, so far as God gives me tbe 
means, into education, liberty, and tbeir rights (cheers). 
Now, if the American Union stands betwixt me and that 
object, I car* it j if it does not, if I can reach my pur¬ 
pose, and save all that yon would save—yonr cherished 
institutions—it is a matter of the utmost indifference to 
me. I acknowledge, however, that I love justice and 
liberty more than human institutions. No parchment, 
however sacred, no machinery of government, however 
venerable, is anything to me compared with the rights of 
the lowest individual that walks on tbe surface of our 
thirty-three States. I do not like Mr. Seward’s motto. 
There is something in phrases. We mourn the statesman 
o_f Marshfield in his great fall of tbe 7th of March, 1850, 
but even be said “ Liberty and Union,” putting Liberty 
first and Union afterward. The Republican representa¬ 
tive of 1860 says the Republicans swear to the Union, 
and link to it tbe idea of Liberty. I do not like the col¬ 
location. It is significant of a perspective which I dis¬ 
trust. But, ladies aod gentlemen, what is the slave sys¬ 
tem ? Four millions, a race, robbed of their rights, herded 
with the brutes; father with no children, husband with 
no wife, wife with no children; denied the Bible by a 
statute, herded in promiscuous concubinage by law; to 
teach them' to read, an indictable offence; prostitution 
the legal fate of every sixth woman in tbe Republic. 
That is the Blave system Why does it exist in ttiese 
States ? Go from the North pole to the Southern cape, 
there is only one spot except ours that has n.ot yielded up 
the system to the spirit of the age—Brazil. With that 
i exception, Mexico, and every Sooth American Republic, 

’ gotten rid of slavery. As Mr. Seward has pointed 
and as the Abolitionists have been saying for ten 
j^rs, this result is all tbe more remarkable, because the 
spirit of the age i3 against us. Earope, for the last gene¬ 
ration, has been lifting off chains, melting fetters, eleva¬ 
ting the laboring classes into civil rights. The whole 
channel of tbe last century is worn deep with the steps of 
popular progress aDd elevation. Far east as Russia the 
despot bends from his throne to take off chains. No 
nation in Europe, no matter how much the victim of a 
corrunt faith or of an aristocratic government, exists that 
has not relieved the people, that has not gone stride after 
atride in favor of popular rights. Despotism is written 
t UW with revoS in favor of the people. In 1776 
we set the text for this progress of the race on both sides 
of nrean We commenced it; onr trumpet-notes 
run- out to the enslaved millions the hope and the prch 
rang out iu 1 immediate.

Now, I mean exactly 
what I say. I am trying to find out what the Union has 
done for ns. I have beard ray she has made the material 
prosperity of tbe States greater.

I don’t believe 
Massachusetts makes money because South Carolina sells 
negroes. Emerson says there is more brains in a Yan¬ 
kee’s hand than in any other body’s bead.

Tefl ne wh„„ __ 
wealth, habits, blood aDd education of a people are, and 
a thoughtful man can shape ont for yon tbe palpable form 
of their government as much aaCnvier conld tell yon tbe 
habits of an animal if yon showed him its anatomy. 
Governments grow. According to Mr. Seward, this 
government has been growing. Its organic life has been 
goiDg on seventy years. What is the result ? Incessant 
victory on the slave side. He tells you tbe reason. One 
reason is, he says, the people have been demded with tbe 
idea that their Union is in danger, and they have sacri¬ 
ficed justice and liberty in order to save that loved Unioo 
from tbe aggressive spirit of the Capital States. Mr. 
Seward cannot ray Slave States, as Daniel Webster raid. 
We do not know any man that has debts now; be has 
liabilities (laughter). There is do grog in New York ; 
only stimulants. So there are no 8!ave States in the 
Union ; only Capital States. Well, according to Mr. 
Seward, the only cause that be gives for this inces¬ 
sant defeat of Liberty is a crednlons belief of the 
Disunion propensity of the Capital State*—an over¬ 
sensitive desire to avoid the danger — an inordinate 
love of tbe Union. Wbat is his remedy? “Love 
tbe Union better.” How does he end bis speech ? The 
eulogy of tbe Union. Tbe cauldron has been tnrosd and 
stirred for sixty years. The result, poison! Does be 
pat in any new element ? Is there any wholesome potion 
infused? None. What was the bitterest element of tbe 
draught? Too much love of tbe Union. Add to H1 
And that is what is called statesmanship (great laughter 
and applause). In Dean 8wift’s matchless satire, yon 
know, the traveller met a man engaged for forty years in 
extracting sunbeams from cocambers (laughter). Said 
be, “ Have yon succeeded ? ’’ “ Not yet; but only grant 
wm a year or two more, and additional funds, and I have 
doubt I shall succeed” (repeated laughter). Tbe 
lover of tbe Uoion puts the parchment on the table. He 
says—so Mr. Seward terms it—it is so perfect that the 
hands that made it are almost divine. They conld not be 
better. Tbe charter of yonr voyage is almost from hea¬ 
ven. We started with Jefferson and Wythe, the spirit of 
those mighty statesmen making Virginia tremble for her 
right to sell human flesh. John Jay brooded over New 
York with his angel wiDgs. Sam Adams thundered in 
Fanenil Hall. The enthusiasm of the revolution launched 
the ship of State. We went on seventy years. We 
clutched Florida from Spain, and doomed it to slavery. 
We bought Louisiana from NapoleoD, and stamped it 
with bondage. We stole Texas from Catholic Mexico, 
and pnt back slavery upon its free soil. We outraged 
every principle of Saxon justice with tbe Fugitive Slave 
bill. We trampled on tbe Constitntion itself in tbe Dred 
Scott decision. Our ablest statesman stands, in 1860, { 
and tells us the history, and we ask, wbat is yonr remedy ? 

“ Shot yonr eyes,” plunge headlong. And when a pri¬ 
vate man of bated lips suggests that it might be well to ] 
consiaer whether we bud not started wrong, ho is a traitor, 
lie must not have a public hall. He mast not be heard. 
Well, now, fellow-citizens, that is exactly the state in 
j which we meet to-night. Mark me, I am not blaming 
I William H. Seward. He is a representative maD, the 
ablest statesman, tbe boldest that we have got (great 
applause), tbe foremost man of eighteen States. What 
can aDy of his frieods suggest before 1 pass, a moment, 
to the direct argument that 1 wish to prerant to yon ? 
Why, they wonld undoubtedly ray, yon do injustice to 
Mr. Seward. That speech of his is tbe simplest pro¬ 
gramme of a politician. He spoke at Rochester his real 
heart. He uttered in 1858, iutObio, bis fall belief when 
be said, “ Slavery is a Bin and an evil, and must be abo¬ 
lished ; and yon and I must abolish it.” Well, 1^ 
he did, 1 know be did, and that makes that speeoh i 
more remarkable. He cannot afford to utter what he 
then did. He would not be available if he was aD Abo¬ 
litionist. Yon have got a Constitution nnder which tbe 
leading men and tbe first Presidents of your country 
avowed themselves Abolitionists—Jefferson, Washing¬ 
ton, Patrick Henry, Wythe, Lee, Jay, tbe leading men 
of the Revolutionary period, hastened, before they went 
down imo tbeir graves, to carve in enduring granite tbe 
record that they were Abolitionists. Tbey drifted sixty 
years on your sacred and almost divipe sea of the Union, 
aod the man who makes his bid for tbe Presidency seals 
his fate if be is an Abolitionist, aod his friends excuse 
him on tbe ground that be ought to conceal it. I know 
he ought to. Bnt torn round and look at the other side. 
What is the public opinion which yonr Union has pro¬ 
duced ; that makes such a condition of things Dtcessary ? 
Am I wrong in saying that it is a pro-slavery influence? 
No man dares to say be is an Abolitionist. The first 
thing a new member of Congress says, when be rises on 
tbe floor, is, “ Mr. Speaker, 1 am not an Abolitionist ” 
(laughter and applause). Now, let us turn aside a 
moment. Wbat has tbe Union done? There is no 
mystery about the Union. It is a piece of parchment 
’ ~' np at Washington, written in fair text hand, all cor- 
_ —every i dotted, and every t crossed. It is the agree- 
meat of three millions of people how they Bboald be 
governed. That is the Constitution. Our lathers made, 
and you may go look at it (applause). Well, now, what 
has it done ? I am an American as well as you. I know 
the history, exactly aa you do, of sixty years. Let us 
weigh it. What is the great object of government? 
Watch me carefully, and see if I attempt to mislead you. 

I have do wish to make a speech ; I certainly have no 
wish to cheat one of yon into an hour’s delusion. I have 
uot laid twenty-five years ou the altar of Slavery and 
unpopularity in order to deceive you for an hour. My 
object, fellow-sitizens, in coming here to-night is to 
endeavor to odd an atom, a trifle, a something to the 
weight of public opinion. I believe it is tbe ultimate 
final king of this country, public opinion. Yon may 
boild yonr capitol of granite, and groat it with iron, and 
tbe pulsation of a girl’s heart will wear it dowD, only give 
her time enough. I believe in sentiment, aod that -- **“ 
only influence immortal in this world of ours. 1 w 
stir those pals®, to hasten them. That is my only object 
to-night. Now, what is the object of government ? To 
protect person and property, and to secure to every man 
tbe easy, safe utterance of all be thinks. Is not that the 
whole function of a government ? Save your life, save 
vour property, give expansion to your mind—that is aiL 
ow, what has tbe Union done for yon ? Are your lives 
any safer in this city that James Buchanan reigns 
Washington? Are yonr title deeds to the Fifth Aver 
any better because Sooth Carolina buys negroes ? Pro¬ 
perty there is all the same. The right of locomotion • 
can you and I go to Savannah to-night? Suppose wi 
did. Suppose you entered your name as a member o 
Ward Beecher’s Church, Brooklyn. I think if you had 
your life insured, the effiee would think you bad forfeited 
the policy (applause and laughter). There is no right of 
locomotion, therefore, in the matter. Well, now, as to 
the utterance of opiuions: suppose you stood in Charles¬ 
ton to-night. How long should I be permitted to make 
this speech ? How long would you be permitted to listen 
to it? Well, there is nothing gained there, then. Strike 
off property, strike off life, strike off freedom of opimon. 
Come home again : Does the existence of tbe Union 
make the utterance of opinion any safer in New York? 
When I was mobbed ten years ago in the Taber- 
nacle, do you suppose it was New York that mobbed 
me ? No, indeed. It was the South ; it was the Union. 
It was a remark in regard to the President of the United 
States that stirred the zeal of Capt. Bynders. He could 
not bear to let us criticize the Union. When Dr. Dewey, 
on the other side of the ferry, thought he could return 
his mother to slavery to save the Union, do you think he 
did it ont of regard to the Northern States? Are the 
pulpit and the press any freer because the Union exists . 
fa a young man any more free to choose his mode of life 
because tbe Union exists ? The other day a boy in the 
cars came along with The N. Y. limes to sell, and offered 
it to a passenger. “ No,” said he, “ I don’t want it—no; 
come back, boy; is it Republican to-day or Democratic. ’’ 
(Applause, long continued.) Is that in consequence of I

Nobody will compare the statesmanship of 
today with the Washingtons and Jays of tbe Revoln- 
tioDary period. Nobody will compare the pnlpits of 
to-day with tbe Hopkinses and the Edwardses of sixty 
years ago. That is tbe change which the Union has 
—Now, it seems to me that we have got a little 
;of the Union. That is her value. Grant her 
all she claims. Let bfer flag float over the millions, tbe 
swelling millions of prosperity, bnt literature droops, reli¬ 
gion hangs its bead, and statemanship trails in tbe dust. 

I do not exaggerate. Now, yon ask roe, Wbat do yon 
propose ? I propose to look for a moment at bow the 
Udiod supports slavery, and in those reasons I want to 
show yon the reason why I wish to get rid of tbe UnioD. 
Id the first place, it degrades public opinion. The North¬ 
ern man, tbe Northern statesman, is obliged to curb his 
tbongbt. I said just now that Mr. Seward, in bis speech, 
suggests no remedy. He does not. I do not misrepre¬ 
sent him. He suggests nothing. He.only rays, There is 
tbe past. Hope for tbe future; no grooDd, no argument, 
no suggestion whatever. I will find one for yon. It is 
this : Outside of politics, behind it, in those ulterior pur¬ 
poses, in those bidden wishes of tbe Republican party, 
which he deDies, which tbe Sooth charges him with, and 
which he repudiates—outside there is a public opinion,m j 
Ohio, in Massachusetts, in New York, there is a public 
opinion which knows that that speech does not represent, 
it; a public opinion which rays,Union or do Union, law 
or no law, the fugitive slave shan’t go back (applause). 
Well, dow, whence came that public opinion ? It came 
from tbe agitation outside or politics, from jost Bach 
ipeeches as 1 am making to night. It came from politi- 
:ians and Abolitionists who raid—what Mr. Seward can¬ 
not ray, cannot ray on the floor of the Senate—we mean 
to reach slavery and strangle it (applause). Ont of that 
has flowed public opinion and agitation, which have pro¬ 
duced the ooly reliable, the oDly hopeful, tbe only possible 
element that can ever achieve the rafety of the Uoion 
from becoming a Blavocracy and a despotism. There is 
such an opinion created by men who have lived, labored 
and cemented tbe Union. John Qnincy Adams said 
Charles Snmner, who stood by his sick bed : “ I want 
go back to Washington.” “ What for ? ” neked the young 
statesman. “I want to go back to Washington and 
show this Mr. Daniel Webster that there is something 
more valuable than tbe Union, and that is the liberty and 
the justice which it was made to secure” (applause). 
Out of that tone of sentiment there has come a public 
opinion, onteide of Republicanism, which nflirds at least ] 
plausible hope that yon cannot get rid of slavery with- 
at a dissolution of tbe Union. 1 want to look at it. I 
have no hostility to tbe Uoion. I don't stand here so 
foolish as to attempt to prophesy that there is do way to 
jet rid of slavery except by a dissolution of the Union. 

cannot see forward. Tbe past is tbe lamp by which I 
guide my Btepa for the future. Tbe Slave Power on the | 
one side uniformly successful np to this moment; public 
gpinion upon tbe other. Wbat is tbe 8lave Power ? Ini 
tbe first place, it is two thousand millions of collars io-1 
vested in one kind of property. Yon know tbe power ol I 
money. This is the age of rnooey—tbe ago of the supre 
macy of money. Two thousand millions of dollars in a 
nation aptly described as lovmg a guinea so much that 
tbey would leap aver the opening of hell to get at it f I 
Two thousand millions of dollars 1 More than that, held 
by whom ? Not a million of the people, but a concen¬ 
trated small number of educated men. Concentrated 
power is doubled. Again, it is a kind of property alieo 
to the spirit of the age; against which its holders know 
all the tendencies of the nineteenth century ore pitted. 
They are fighting, therefore, with the energy of despair. 
Andrew JacksoD was the most popular man, since Wash¬ 
ington, this generation ever raw. He had behind him | 
the strongest party that this generation ever knew when 
be fluog down tbe gauntlet to tbe United States Bank, 
with fifty millions capital. Then the struggle came. 
Yon know how the Union writhed beneath it; how, Tor 
a long time, the scales hong doubtful which way tbe 
triumph would be. Fifty millions with the sympathy of 
tbe cities of the seaboard on its aide, aod against it tbe 
popularity of Andrew Jackson and the Democratic party 
in the full flush of success. Trulay, we have got two 
thousand millions of dollars, producing a thousand million 
pounds of cotton, the basis of tbe commerce of tbe Unioo, 
aod, as The London Times rays, too important a pro¬ 
duct to be interfered with by the philanthropy of anybody. 
That is tbe first strand in the cable. That is the bouse of 
Rothschild, which rays to Europe, “ Be King, Napo¬ 
leon 1” That is the money power. What is the second ? 
Why, we have given to that same body of slaveholders 
an aristocracy 6uch as Vienna does not know. We have 
given them ths right to represent tbeir property. Take 
a town of three thooraod inhabitants id Long Island or 
Connecticut. They will be on tbe alert from now to 
November; they will have newspapers, cancnsses, elo¬ 
quent speeches, and waste a great deal of time, and tbeo 
go np aod deposit four or five hundred votes, aud will 
think tbey have done a great deal. Four or five men io 
South Carolina, like Governor Aikeo, will ride leisurely 
tbe ballot-box and annihilate that town. Five men 
11 do more than two-thirds of the towns of Massachu¬ 
setts. And yet you call that a Republic. That is tbe 
bouse of Hapsburg. And what is tbe third strand? 
Tbe hatred of the negro. I stood the other day in Cooper 
Institute, and was trying to prove that John Brown had 
a right to help tbe slaves of Virginia. I compared him 
to Lafayette helping onr fathers, to Byron, Kosciusko, 
and one of the andieoce called out, “ Oh, its exactly so, 
hot he helped niggeral” The argument didn’t sait 
, Now, that is the third strand. I will accept the two 
thousand millions of dollars, aod the aristocracy of the 1 
' South, aod I will strangle them for you if yon will give 
me fonr millions of white slaves. For there is, rightfully 
or Dot, each a hatred of wealth and aristocracy in tbe 
heart of the original Saxon democrat, that there is 
nothing he likes better than strangling both. Pot a rich 
corporation before a jury aod the poor man, and there is 
no matter whether that corporation has got justice or 
not, they will have no verdict. Yon know the power of 
money. The Central Railroad is tbe State of^N ew York, I 
the Camden and Amboy is the State of >ew Jersey. 
Two centuries ago New England starts off from Old 
England with certain ideas, levelling ideas—universal 
suffrage, free church, Ac. We have gone ahead, until 
today we are Massachusetts. England remains England, 
with the same ideas, and with aristocratic wraith and 
chains, and she is about a hundred years behind. That, 
is the way ideas fight institutions. Now, this public opi¬ 
nion will take a century or two—by all past experience 
it will take about a century to abolish slavery against 
tbe government held by tbe Slave Power. As I said, 
governments grow ; they are not made. Jost lmagioe 
the State of New York, with aU her banka, factories, 
railroads, leading men, united in a partnership against 
the people. Yon conquer in tbe end. Ideas would con- 
qnerin the end. I have seen the palace of tbe Cmsars, 
made of stones, half as large as this room, grouted toge¬ 
ther as if by iron. Bat the tiny weeds of an Italian 
had got in between them, and to-day they lie a 
mass of ruins. Your government will go to pieces before 
the sentiment of a people in the same way, but it will 
take a thousand years to do it That is the reason why 
I propose you sbonld break up the Union and get the 
elements on your side. Goethe says, if you plant an oak 
in a china vase, one of two things must happen : 
either the vase must be broken or the oak be dwarfed. 
Mr. Seward is for raving the vase ; I am for raving the 
oak. How does the Union help slavery ? Liet me tell 
you. In the first place, you have got a little girl or boy 
at home. When he or she puts her hand in the tire, 
what takes place? It burns. That is ® ods ” a y ? f j 
teaching her not to put her hand in the fire, -that is 
natural law. Now, when one man tramples on another, 
and steals his wife and babies, what is the natural law ? 

1 Why, he ups and knocks him down. I don't say that is 1 
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sainthood; it is manhood. Jeremy Bentham says, in bis 
profoundest of treatises, that the aristocracy have never 
surrendered a right that was not bullied ont of them. 
God’s way of protecting a class is by letting their forces 
protect themselves. Now, South Carolina puts her bed 
on one-half of her popnlation. What is God’s will ? 
That that half should rise np and fight for their liberty. 
Why don’t tbey? Because‘we stand here, a police, to 
prevent it. Mr. Underwood of Kentucky says, address, 
mg the North, “ We owe to yon a permanent safeguard. 
R it for yon we have two millions of slaves ready to rise 
tbe first tap of tbe dram.” I think that is a compli¬ 
ment, over the left As a descendant of tbe Pnritens, I 
don't relish it I am tbe police. We keep qniet on tbe 
plantation. I don’t think that is wbat I was born for. 
{don’t think that is what tbey pledged themselves to in 
11 <6. Now, why should yon not let the system be sub¬ 
ject to God’s natural laws, aod not keep the black race 
bdow the white one? Is that tbe Union that yonr 
moral sense approves ? Mr. Seward says that in that 
alleged compromise they agreed that tbe fugitive slave 
should be returned to his master T I once travelled aloDg 
tbe northern bank of the Ohio. Altboogb I was going 
tbe gayest of all welcome? and the heartiest, I could 
t bnt see on tbe one side Kentucky. Below me was a 
little shrunken stream that a child might almost have 
paddled across. I raw on the other side of it a slave 
dragging his weary step to his labor, and I raid to myself, 
is that thread of water wbat really keeps Kentucky 
slaves in tbeir chains ? And then I turned to the farm- 
arable 


•oil. Mr. Seward regards tbe slave_,_ 

Do yon think be wooH obey it ? Not for tbe love of tbe 
millions who bang upon bis lips—not for ten thousand 
times a more gorgeous banb’te than that for which bis 
speech is a bid would William H. Seward lift his hand 
to return a fugitive slave to Virginia (great applause). 
Yon applaud it—and yet what a compliment it is! It 
is only fair ; it is only a deserved compliment for ns to 
believe of onr greatest statesman that when he swore to 
support the Constitntion, be intended to commit perjory 
in that particular. I am not exaggerating; if I bad 
stood here tonight to affirm in yonr presence that tbe 
great statesman of tbe Empire State wonld have obeyed 
that clan*, you wonld have flashed back npOD me, right- 
folly, the epithet of slanderer 1 I am obliged to believe, 
jndgiDg by tbe record of his life, by tbe testimony of his 
fellow-citizens, that tbe very Constitution which be has 
sworn scores of times to rapport—that very Constitution 
which be rays comes from hands almost divine—that 
when be swore to rapport it, be intended to commit per¬ 
jory. Is that the Union to which yon ean welcome men 
when tbey get to be 21 years old ? It seems to roe not. 

I would like to vote. I would like to add ray weight to 
the civil influence of my country directly. Show me how 
I can without jeoparding my self-respect, without swear- i 
ing an oath which yon know I wonld not and onght not I 
to keep, and I will vote for William H. Seward for tbe 
Presidency to-morrow. And yet I’d rather see a Demo¬ 
crat President (laughter), and I will tell yoa why. If 
there is a Republican elected in 1860, yon will be looking 1 
to the Administration—yon will all be waiting to see 
wbat law can do—wbat Liberty, fettered, ran do against 
Slavery at large. Agitation will be lolled; everything 
like free and unlettered action will cease. Let Douglas I 
or a Democrat be elected, and every man in tbe free 
States will arm himself for a straggle with tbe Slave 
Power; and Insurrection will break ont on tbe mountains, 
and insurrection of tboaght in the pnlpits, and we shall 
have greater anti-slavery progress in fonr years than io 
forty under such a programme as that of Seward’s admin¬ 
istration. Again : there is another law of the United 
States. Slavery is an expensive, wasteful institution.! 
It cannot live. God fixed it that justice should be expe¬ 
dient, and wickedness should be bankrapt. He fixed 
that when He rattled the laws of His Kingdom. There¬ 
fore when a man assumes to rob bis brother man, in tbe 
first place that man resists by tbe right of insurrection. 
Mark yon, I am not asking the slave to rise; I am not 
urgiDg him to rise; I oiily say, Take off yonr foot, aod 
leave them, the Anglo-Saxon and the African, to write 
out their own constitntion by the vigor of their own 
manhood. But in addition, there is tbe pecuniary 
motive. South Carolina, for instance, stands in tbe keen 
competition of the nineteenth century. We, all of us, we 
strive to get oar living; we exercise onr brains to the 
utmo:-t; we harness the steam, am] scud the lightning on 
errands ; the little child does something, and tbe man of 
80 contributes bis mile. We all work. New York 
works from tbe Hndson back to the Falls, and, when she 
baa eaten end clothed herself, bow much does she lay up ? 
Fonr per cent. Now, Booth Carolina bos one-half idle, 
by aristocratic taste and fashion; tbe other half, in 
chains, does not work from any motive but compulsion, 
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to-day ; tbe other three-quarters live upon the unskilled 
labor of one. How much do yon snppoee tbey lay np ? 
Why, as the Irishman raid, they lay np a loss (laughter). 
And suppose, as tbey threaten, they should go out of the 
Uniou, as Lydia Maria Child said, yon have beard, per¬ 
haps, of the town’s poor separating from tbe towD. That 
is South Carolina's proposition (laughter). Bat, suppose 
that they went out They have got to support a govern¬ 
ment, a President, generals, police, navy, army—tbe 
luxury of a government. Why, a democratic govern¬ 
ment is infinitely more expensive than a despotic. Tbe 
government of Russia does not cost half os much per 
head as the Republic of North America. In order to do 
it, they have got to have taxes. What are they to rest 
on ? Labor—all taxes do. Now, that labor, if capable 
of bearing taxes, must be intelligent. If it is unskilled, 
tbey could not send a pound of cotton to Liverpool for 
less than 18 or 20 cents. To-day the dispute is going on 
in everything. That man’s labor, to be worth anything, 
I must educate him. Educate him! Educate the slave l| 
My throat is not safe. Educate the slave ? Yon might 
beat a locomotive red-hot, get od the top, and ride 
into a powder magazine; yoa would be a prudent 
man compared with educating slaves. And South 
Carolina must do it before she can support a govern¬ 
ment. Leave her to this jost law of political economy. 
My good friend, the slave does not ask your aid. Take 
yonr awkward Yankee proportions, Repnblirao or Demo¬ 
crat, ont of tbe light; that is all be asks. Jost tear that 
parchment to pieces (hisses and applause). Well, now, 
I’ve a great deal more patriotism than you have—a great 
deal. I believe that George Washington and John Han¬ 
cock, and John Jay and John Randolph, I believe that 
when tbey rat and made that instrument, tbey intended 
wbat tbey ray they intended—Liberty 1 (Applause; 
“ That’s tbe talk.”) I believe that if yon could rafee 
them to-day from their graves, and show them that speech 
of William H. Seward’s, they would ray : Children, for 
God’s sake, believe that we didn't mean it; tear onr mis¬ 
taken parchment to pieces, and do ns the justice to be¬ 
lieve that, if we conld have seen onr institutions so pros¬ 
tituted, we would have seen them annihilated first. I do 
kot believe, with yon, that they were hypocrites : don’t 
I do them more honor than yon ? I Bay tear that parch- 
jnect in tatters in hooor of Washington (biases and 
applanse). Did yon ever hear Edward Everett ring 
oat with those clarion tones of his that favorite phra* 
describing Wash'mgtoD, “ that immortal rebel ”? Well, 
John Brown of Harper’s Ferry was jost the s— 
(applanse and hisses). Yoa see we don’t apply 
logic rigidly to the line; yon can’t bear justice and 
logic. Bnt let me go on; I want to finish my argument. 

I was speaking of the influence of the Union. Why do I 
want to separate yon from New Orleans ? Why, for this 
reason : I want to pnt yon in relation to New Orleans 
jost where Liverpool stands in relatioq to New Orleans. 
Just see the difference. Tbe New York pulpit is one 
end of a telegraph ; the New Orleans slave market the 
other. That ain’t true of Liverpool. If I conld separate 
New York politically from New Orleans, William H. 
Seward would care do more for the opinion of South 
Carolina than he does for Palmerston; The New York 
Tribune wonld think as little of Toombs or of Keitt as it 
does of The London Times. We should intermarry jost 
the same; we shonld have tbe same religion, the same 
language, the same literature, steamboats running with 
the same freqnency, the same interchange of commerce, 
but, comparatively, independence in thought. To-day, go 
into a factory village in New England, what is the pnipit? 
Only an appendage to the factory, only a rich man’s 
kitchen ; he pays the minister and tnrn3 him out when he 
don’t like him. Now, ladies and gentlemen, I don’t mean 
any disparagement I trace my lineage back to Plymouth 
through an almost unbroken line of clergymen. I know 
the services tbe pulpit has rendered, but I know this, tt 
best tilings my mother gave me were free lips, and 
mean to use them (applause). A prostrate race lifts np 
its hands and says to us. White man, free man.give usat 
least the troth ; it is the only hope and the only weapon 
that is left us. And I mean, so far as I am coneenK»i 
that they shall have it Now, if you enter thei viUages 

of New England, it is a melancholy truth, but it a a troth 

that the pulpit is the vassal of wealth. X rode,« 1 came 
to yon, along the railroads of “7 

side sat a clergyman. In tbe innfent fra^neaj of his 
heart he said to me: “ Mr. Seward’sapeechia an awful 
disappointment; I wish he tad been bolder. If tbe 
ministers conld only speak oat, j«ud he but the rich 
men won’t let us.”

If I could break the political bands that hold 
New York, she would leap np. like a fountain freed from 
mntain load, and be a decent citv. Free speech 
wonM not be trampled; pnlpits wonld not be filled by 
dumb dogs that cannot bark; yon would not be able to 
int up on yonr fingers the only firms that keep tbeir 
xfe for safe and Dot their principles ; yon wonld see an 
nericaD merchant filling the same spot that the Eng- 
iman does in independence. I know the weieht that 
New Orleans and Havana have even on Liverpool. Now, 
let me rount np wbat I wonld gain by the breaking np 
of the Union, booth Carolina wonld look into the eye 
of her slave and ray, if be chooses to rise. I have not tbe 
mrara of resistance. That’s wbat Mexico said, what the 
booth American Republics said, and they freed him. 
Again, she wonld look into the eye of her unskilled 
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they say, we can't get them ont of brutes, bnt 

out of educated men we can. Come into existence, there- 
fore, art and trade—come HolJaod, foil of art—come, 
Lancashire, with yoor looms : all brlogin* freedom with 
yoa. So South Carolina would educate her bondmen, 
treeing them first Again, Kentucky would look across 
tbe n ver and say.

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men and things here. Yon do D ’t suppose any human be- 
ing, even the meanest, gets down on its tally and eats 
dirt for nothing. No, indeed ! It is frill of the selfish¬ 
ness of the Yankee character; it is corrupted, and that is 
wbat I wonld rave it from. I know that I have not done 
jostice to this subject—of coarse ! have not I It can’t be 
compressed into an hour. What I have to ray is, that 
the Union is an arrangement of men. It is a machinery 
that onr fathers have set np. It may be a valuable ma¬ 
chinery, and to a certain extent I don’t deny it. All I 
have to say is, that np to the present point it has secured 
neither liberty nor jnstice. Carlyle rays that the great 
test of government is to edneate men. Certainly. Daniel 
Webster raid, with a great deal more epigrammatic 
terseness, the merit of tbe Colonies was that they pro- 
doced Washington. Tbe fault of tbe Union is that It 
prodneed a Webster (buses and applanse, loDg coo- 
tinned). Well, it is a rad record. God gave ns tbe 
heavirat brain that, he lent this generation. From his 
New Hampshire mother be took as much vigor of will 
as most other men have. He promised to have run a 
race of distinguished and useful statesmanship, imbibing 
from the New England atmosphere the broadest aod 
most generons principles of Liberty. Yon sent him to 
the maelstrom of the nation, potent enongh to swallow 
np virtne stronger than his. You added him to tbe list 
of all those that mark the pathway of tbe Union, the wreck 
of good reputations, the skeletons of statesmen who have 
betrayed tbeir age. It is no matter of rejoicing. One 
thing why I regret the Unioo bo vastly is that it makes 
the saddest record of tbe statesmanship of onr generation 
and the last Tbe Union—allow it all its merits; tbe 
question is, is there not something more valuable to-day? 
Our best statesman, onr foremost, he is obliged by the 
necessities of his position to say, for instance, that John 
Brown was a criminal, and justly hang. Lay that record 
by the side of Mr. Seward’s best speeches. It don’t co- 
here. Wbat hope have yoa for tbe fatnre ? It is In tbe 
straggle of public opinioo. How can it be created? 
Slowly, by tbe preaebiog of rigid right and wrong. How 
can I create the public opinion adequate to beat down 
the Slave Power ? Only by laying down tbe most abso¬ 
lute principles of right—only by ignoring color—only by 
asserting that slavery is a sin; and if it is a tin, wbat is 
all legislation that endeavors to cover it? Three mil¬ 
lions of people, bending beneath the tax, pnt George 
Washington in front of them, and marched to victory 
and to fame. The world rays right, glorious. Four 
millions of people, bending nnder a bondage compared 
with which one moment is heavier than ages Bach as oar 
fathers rose to resist, put John Brown in front of them. 
He is a criminal justly bang. Oat of that decision can 
they get a virtne that will beat down such a Slave Power 
as that described to yon ? Never. Now, all I ask is, 
that each man shall make np his mind that every slave 
has a right to liberty. That is jostice, right, if yon can 
get it in yonr constitution, God grant that yon may ; but 
get it Dr. Doy told me, two days ago, that be raw 
brought into his Missoari prison, kidnapped from the 
Kansas Territory, a young black man, 22 years old, bis 
hands manacled together, cryiDg. Among bis sobs be 
balf-articulated: “ I am a freeman 1 I am a freeman 1 
my free papers are in my pocket.” The United States 
officer who brought him in put bis tamls in that pocket, 
took ont tbe papers, tore them np, and flung them into 
tbe fire ; and the next morning those bands went down, 
melted into the slave popnlation forever. Is this a single 
instance? I have Been the Chief Jostice of Massachu¬ 
setts sitting on the Bench of tbe Supreme Cfeurt with a 
fugitive slave who tad proved twice the right to bia 
liberty, for he was born free, aDd he tad vindicated hi* 
worthiness for freedom by flying over a thousand mile* 
of peril and death. With voic.- broken by emotion, tbe 
representative of tbe land of tbe Paritan Commonwealth 
raid : “ It is a hard case ; I cannot vindicate it* right, 
bnt I must announce tbe law. 11 is a bard case; I can- 
canoot vindicate its right, but I must announce tbe law. ’ 
If that is the Union you like—if that is a Government 
that yon are willing to breed up yonr children to love— 
if the pnipit of thirty States can announce that the Union 
is almost sacred—if the statesmen have do other name 
for it hot divine, and tboogb they cannot vindicate it* 
right, bnt only announce the law, then I ray gide me with 
tbe black man, and record traitor against my name—side 
me with the rebel who has no porpuee in life hot to tear 
down that government, whose cement is the blood of fonr 
millions of its victims; and I do it in tbe name of the 
past—in the name of those two hundred year* of liberty 
which onr fathers tbongbt they were to inangarate; I do 
it for tbe fatnre, with the eyes of tbe race fixed upon us, 
the Normal school of self-government, the last hope of 
humanity—tbe great, magDifieeot experiment of bow 
thirty millions of people can shape their civil affairs. Mr. 
Seward dosed his speech with tbe recommendation for 
every man to cultivate a respect for tbe Union. If yoa 
will allow me to close m ne, it will be to impress upon 
yonr own hearts, and teach yonr children, to love justice, 
to respect liberty, to claim free lips, to let no commerce, 
however swelling, bribe them; to let no sacred ness of 
arehment gag their lip3, but to swear ou the altar which 
Jhristianity holds to every man the oath that the slave, 
whom onr'fathers forgot, against whom they pledged 
their physical force, 60 years of bondage that oar fathers 
fastened on two generations, Iras or no loss, law or no 
law, Constitntion or no Constitution, so far a* in ns lies, 
we wifi break tho* fetters, and elevate that race to an 
equality with oarselves; and may God help you .to keep 
tbe oath (load applause).
